elaboration of the "treaty of Wash- 
ington." 


Articles 7 and S were disposed of 


Wednesday, the former "in principle," 
the latter "unanimously," according to 
the official bulletins. 
Article 7 'pro- 


vides for the cession to China of the 
branch of tho Chinese Eastern 
rail- 


road running south from Harbin to 
Port Arthur and Dalny and with 
9. 


branch line connecting at Newchwang j 
with the Shanhaikwan-Tientsin road. 


Article S provides for the retention 


by Russia of the line through northern 
Manchuria, which forms the connect- 
ing link of the main line of the trans- 
Siberian 'and the Usurri railroad with 
its terminus at Vladivostok and Har- 
borovsk. 


End of Russia's Dream. 


Russia by the acceptance of these 


two articles, in connection with arti- 
cles 2, .S, -1 and 
G, surrenders every 


vestige of her ambition in Manchu- 
ria. She closes the door to the warm 
water, ice free port of Dalny. upon 
which she lavished her millions, and 
retains only, as a commercial road the 
link of railroad connecting her Eu- 
ropean possessions with the maritime 
provinces upon the Pacific. The right. 
to police it with Russian troops or 
railroad guards is given, up, and its 
protection will become the duty of 
China. 


The Chinese Eastern road is T 


shaped. 
The stem runs from Harbin 


south. The top runs from the. station 
in Manchuria on the Amur to Po- 
pranitchnaia, whore it connects with 
the government, owned Usurri ruad 
to the coast. 
It was this "cutoff" 


which more than anything else paved 
th13 way for what is known as tho 
"Manch.nrian a-'venturc," changing the 
whole plan of M. de Witte, while min- 
ister of finance.

IS EULOGIZED 


Vice.President Fairbanks Speaks At Dedica- 


tion Of Shaft Of flero Of 1776. 


TRIBUTE TO THE FIRST PIONEERS 


Fairbanks Grows Eloquent In Telling Of The Sacrifices 


Made By The Patriots Of Revolu- 


tionary Days.

Burlington, Vt., Aug. 17.—Vice Pres- 


ident Fairbanks was the central figure 
and orator of the day at the dedica- 
tion here of a massive tower of Ver- 
mont granite, erected in memory of 
Vermont's 
revolutionary 
patriot, 


Ethan Allen, on the farm where he 
spent much of his life. 
President 


Roosevelt was represented by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ethan Allen Hitch- 
cock, a great-grandson of the Vermont 
hero. 


Wednesday was chosen, for the dedi- 


catory exercises as being peculiarly 
appropriate, as it marked the one hun- 
dred and twenty-eighth anniversary of 
the battle of Bennington. and- was P. 
!ega! holiday in the State. ThousanJs 
of people wore here from all over the 
State, including Genera! McLane, of 
New Hampshire, and many regiments 
o£ militia. 


Mr. Fairbank's Speech. 


In his address Mr. Fairbanks con- 


gratulated the members of the Ver- 
mont Society of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution upon the excellent 
manner i n ' w h i c h they had carried to 
completion their tribute in remem- 
brance of one who wrought well in the 
early pior.eer days of this people and 
of this State. 


"Such evidence as this of regard for 


those who toiled in the cause of free- 
dom," the Vice President declared', "is 
an honor to the "people who 'erect it, 
and will abide as one of the potent 
influences which make for-a better 
citizenship. American history is filled 
with the names of patriots who were 
born of every crisis. No people were 
ever more blessed than we have been 
throughout our brief yet great career 
with men who were ready to do all 
am', suffer ali. if need .be. for their 


country'anil tneir countrymen: 


Courageous Men to the Fore. 


"No exigency has ever confronted 


us when courageous men did not arise 
to meet it: when patriots did not put 
aside all thought of mere self and con- 
;2Crat3 themselves first of al!. to the 
welfare of their fellow men. We do 
w»!l to recall them and..to learn anew, 
the lesson they taught.. We do well 
to return to the day when our fathers 
in the long ago labored and fought for 
freedom, in order that we may better 
preserve that which they so splendidly 
achieved. 
We are joint heirs of this 


heroism and their sacrifices, their wis- 
dom and their courage, and we should 
never fail to manifest our profound ap- 
preciation pf. 
our 
priceless 
inheri- 


tance." 


Ethen Allen Eulogized. 


The speaker -referred to Ethan Al- 


len in glowing terms, saying that his 
seizure of Ticonderoga gave to 
the 


name of Allen undying renown. 


"The 
memory of the struggle of 


those who came hither into the wil- 
derness." Mr. Fairbanks 
continued, 


"their privations, their sufferings and 
their sacrifices, should inspire us with 
higher endeavor. 
By 
contemplating 


what was (lone by Ethan Allen and his 
immortal compatriots' in the long ago, 
we can better appreciate "the incom- 
parable privileges we enjoy and we 
can be better prepared to enjoy them. 


"The men who fought here, those 


wlio bravely fought against nature and 
tho enemies of the republican govern- 
ment, -were liberty-loving and God- 
fearing.

Washington. Aug. 17.—There 
has 


been a persistent decline of ;.he birth 
rate in the United States since 1SCO. 
according to a bulletin issued by tho 
census bureau. The bulletin was pre- 
pared by Professor Walter F. Willcox, 
of Cornell University. 


The buletin shows that at the begin- 


ning of the nineteenth century the 
children under 10 years of age con- 
stituted- one-third and at the end less 
than one-fourth of the total popula- 
tion. The decrease in this proportion 
began as early as. the decade 1S10 to 
1S20, and continued uninterruptedly, 
though at varying rates, in each suc- 
ceeding decade. 


Between 1S5{» and I860 the propor- 


tion of children to women between 15 
and 49 'years, the child-bearing age, 
increased, but since 1SGO il has de- 
creased constantly. In i860 the num- 
ber of children under ."> years of age 
ro 1,000 women was G34; in 1000 it 
was only 474. 


Decline in Sections. 


Considered- sectionally it is found 


that in the north and west there has 
been a more or less -regular decline, 
while in the south the change has 
been less regular and the decline less 
marked.. In ISOO- the smallest propor- 
tion of children was in the District 
of Columbia. 
The next smallest pro-j 


portion 
was 
Massachusetts. 
The 


largest proportion was in North Da- 
kola and Indian Territory. 


In the general decrease between 


1SOO and 1900 not a single State of 
the north Atlantic division took part. 
In seven other States, also, there was 
no decrease. 
In only six States—Il- 


linois, Maryland'. Michigan, 'ilvo. Ke.'i. 


lucky ana. TirilTifia—did tTi'f proportion 
decrease in each of the five decades. 


City vs. Country. 


In 1900, for the "United States as 9 


whole, the proportion of child-ren was 
only two-thirds as great in cities as 
in the country districts. In the north. 
Atlantic division, however, It was al- 
most as great in the cities afe in the 
country. In the southern division it is 
hardly more than half as large in the 
cities as in the country, while in the 
far west the difference is intermediate 
in amount. 


A comparison is made between the 


proportion of children born of native 
mothers and the proportion of child- 
ren born of foreign mothers, in 1900 
the former proportion was 4C2, tha 
latter was 710. the difference indicat- 
ing the greater fecundity of foreign 
born women. 


Increase in Natives. 


In the Atlantic divisions there was 


a slight increase in the proportion ol 
\children born to native white moth- 
ers, and in the south central division 
there was .but a slight decrease. The 
decrease for the whole country, there- 
fore, was the result largely o.f tho 
great decrease in the north, central, 
and western divisions. 


The decrease in the proportion of 


children born to native white women 
was confined chiefly to cities. 


The proportion of negro children 


born to negro women was largest in 
1SSO and smallest in 1900. There has 
been uniformly a larger proportion of 
negro children than of white children. 
That difference more than doubled be- 
tween 1SCO and 1SSO, hut in 1900 it 
was less than half what.it. was in. 
1SSO and less than at any other census 
except in 
1SCO.

Chicago, 111.. Aug. 17—"Double tar- 


iff' wiill the present Dingley rates as 
the maximum and a 2U tu 20 per cent 
reduction for the minimum represents 
the revision Ken which will find ex- 
pression in the final action of the na- 
tional reciprocity conference. 


While the work of starting the new 


idea was In progress the delegates 
were endeavoring to uncover some 
of the enemies of tariff revision whom 
they,believe to he operating from se- 
cret places. 
An alleged emissary of 


Secretary Clark of the Boston Home 
Market club was sent from the confer- 
once for endeavoring :o spread sedi- 
tion in the form of pamphlets. 


Senators and Others Scored. 


This emissary and the United States 


senate were the only enemies the del- 
egates could get at in the open. Hav- 
ing ousted the ••hireling" of the Boston 
"stand put" organization, the delegates 
pounded the senate to the best of their 
vigor, belaboring tho senators as. the 
servants of the trusts. 


Senators Hopkins of Illinois. Lodge 


of 
.Massachusetts, and 
Aklrich of 


Rhode Island' were made- the special 
targets for the attack of the reciproc- 
ity promoters. 


In addition to these enemies in the 


open, the delegates paid their respects, 
but not from tho platform, to Secreta- 
ry Wilson and Secretary Shaw as op- 
ponents of the tariff revision they are 
endeavoring to encourage. 
At the 


same time they took occasion to ex- 
plain that the packers are not respon- 
sible for the conference, "nailing" 
this as one of the stories started by 
their opponents. 


Cullom Is a Figure. 


Senator Cullom, in distinction from 


his associates in the United States 
senate, was given a place of consider- 
ation in the conference and made one 
of the significant speeches of the ses- 
sion, declaring himself in favor, first, 
of reciprocal treaties, but.'it being im- 
possible to secure them, then iu fa- 
v-or of the "double tariff" idea the con- 
i'ercnce is promoting. 


Harmony of action and unanimity of 


thought seemed to be dominant, al 
though there was plenty of indications 
that trouble could break loose on speci- 
fic questions if the delegates got down 
to details. 
' 


The manufacturers and importers 


were insisting, while tho ' resolution 
committee was busy with the plat- 
form, that the cattlemen, should aban- 
don their'position on hides. The stock 
raisei-s tarted an uproar tho moment. 
a reduction on hides was suggested. 


The resolutions committee, with E. 


N. Foss. of Boston, as chairman, found 
itself able to proceed without serious 
controversy. 
The reciprocity treaty 


idea had given way early to the double 
tariff proposition, and the committee 
had- no difficulty in deciding in favor 
of a new tariff schedule with maximum 
and minimum rates, it being possible 
to secure this by act of congress and 
without a two-thirds vote of the sen- 
ate. 


One Hard Question. 


The committee found its chief dif- 


ficulty in deciding on the 
form of 


pevmar.c'nt organization, but probably 
•will recommend that a genera! execu- 
tive committee be appointed to carry 
on the work. There are objections, to 
a more formal organization. 


A proposition to change tho name of 


the organization and drop "reciproe- 
ity"-from the title, as it 'has been 
dropped' from the purposes of the con- 
ference, may cause, a contest. 
Dele- 


gates who oppose this change In r.ame 
believe 
that 
to drop 
"reciprocity" 


would be to lose some of the advertis- 
ing which the organization has se- 
cured as a "reciprocity conference."
